South Carolina Legislature. 

CoLUMBIA, &. C., Oct. 21.—The 

Legislature met in extra session to- 


day. Gov. Moses sent ina lengthy 
message. He represents the funded 


debt at $5,306,397, and presents a 
scheme of scaling the debt of the 
State, it being unable to pay interest 
on the debt as it stands. Bond- 
holders to be induced to agree that the 
debt be reduced in volume, ali bonds 
for which State is actually liable, ex- 
cept 385,000 State capital bonds of 1853. 
The conversion bonds amounting 
to 5,965,000 Coupons upon the Bonds 
and pay certificates bills payable in 
scrip and other evidences of the 
State’s indebteduess to be returned 
to the State Treasurer, who shall 
issuc instead of other bonds or certifi- 
cates of stock equal in amount to the 
full value of such bonds, Coupons and 
certificates. He concludes with an 
argument in favor of higher taxation 
and saying the rate of taxation for 
South Carolina is much lower than 
the average of the thirty-seven States 
of the Union.

THE NorTH CAROLINA NUMBER 
OF THE NEW YorK SoutH.—The 
South, published in New York, de- 
voted its issue of the 11th inst. toour 
late State Fair and toa description of 
various sectionsof this Slate. Itcon- 
tains accurate wood-cuts of the vari- 
ous buildings on the Fair Grounds, 
together with likenesses of Col. 'T. M. 
Holt, K. P. Battle, Esq., Dr. G. W. 
Blacknall and Capt. R. T. Fulghum 
accompanied by slight biographical 
sketches. Its description of the ar- 
rangements made for the Fair and 
history of the Society are familiar to 
our readers, so we omit them, but 
propose reproducing, from da; to day, 
its references in regard to other mat- 
ters. ‘To-day wegive the remarks on 
our proud little city, and the allusions 
made to one of its best citizens, K. P. 
Battle, Esq : 

‘Raleigh, the capital of the State 
of North Carolina, is a city of con- 
siderable note, cotinually improving, 
and growing as rapidly as any place 
in the South. The citizens manifest 
a very elegant taste in beautifying 
their grounds with flowers and shrub- 
bery, which makes the city very attrac- 
tive during the summer season, The 
State House, built of granite obtained 
within the State, 1s a magnificent 
structure, and it is considered one of 
the most splendid and convenient ed- 
ifices in the South. There is located 
at this point an asylum for the in- 
struction of the deaf and dumb, and 
uw lunatic asylum, which are very 
handsome buildings and ornaments 
to the city. The State has made pro- 
Vision for the erection of a peniten- 
tiary, and the buildings will soon be 
in progress of construction. ‘The 
United States Government has bro- 
ken ground for the purpose of erect- 
ing a post office, etc., which, it is to 
be hoped, will be completed at an 
early day. Since the warmany fine 
buildings have been erected in the 
business portion of the town. Many 
magnificent residences are to be seen 
in the suburbs. Raleigh is a good 
cotton market, and does her share in 
all kinds of trade. Last year 20,000 
bales of cotton were shipped from this 
point.” 

In regard to Mr. Battle, the South 
says: 

“Kemp Piummer Battle, Esy., 
Ex-President of the North Carolina 
Agricultural Society, is the second 
son of the Hon. William H. Battle, 
formerly Judge of the Supreme 
Court of North Carolina. He wi 
born in Franklin county, N. C., in 
Issz. His boyhood was passed in 
Raleigh and Chapel Hill, until he 
was prepared to enter the University 
of Norta Carolina, which he did in 
1845; joining the Freshman class of 
that year. He took a very high posi- 
tion In his class, yraduating with first 
distinction im ISds, at the age of sev- 
ehnteen, 

“After graduating at the Universi- 
ty, he was appointed a tutor in that 
Iustitution, and discharged his du- 
ties to thesatisfaction of the students 
and faculty until 1554, when he re- 
signed. Ele then removed to Ral- 
eigh, to practice his profession as a 
lawyer, Which he did very success- 
fully for several years. During the 
war he was the the president of the 
Chatham Railroad Company. Soon 
after the termination of the war, du- 
ring theadmiinistration of Governor 
Worth, he was elected by the legis- 
ture Treasurer of the State. He dis- 
charged the duties of the office with 
great credit to himself and benefit to 
the finances of the State. 

“Having a very large interest in 
farming and being very much inter- 
ested in improving the agricultural 
interest, he undertook to revive the 
Fair ofthe North Carolina Agricul- 
tural Society, which he succeeded in 
doing, with the co-operation and 
assistance of an able executive com- 
mittee. To him, more than any oth- 
erman inthe State, are the people 
indebted for the revival of the State 
Fair, and the general interest felt in 
the success of the Annual Fair. ‘To 
him are the farmers indebted for the 
large and handsome buildings and 
spacious grounds, which have been 
secured for the Society, because he 
came forward and aroused the inter- 
est in the Fair, which has culminat- 
ed in its success; When others stood 
aloof, and when the Society Was sad- 
ly in need of assistance. He isone of 
the leading members of the Board of 
Commissioners of the City of Raleigh, 
vestrymen of Christ Church. 
Hetakes an active interest in every- 
thing that promotes the prosperity of 
the city, and the wellave of the citi- 
zeus.”’ 

Our people will, we are sure, ap- 
preciate this effort on the part of the 
publishers of the Sout/ to give to this 
State that marked prominence to 
which her past history, natural ad- 
vantages and future greatness emi- 
nently entitle her. We trust that 
this appreciation will be substantial- 
ly shown by the way of patronage. —

GRADED Scuo00Ls.—The following 
communication from the Committee 
appointed at the recent citizen’s 
mceting in relation to the establish- 
ment of graded schools in this city, 
explains itself. Wegive it without 
colument: 

To the Citizens of Raleigh :-—The 
Committee appointed by you on the 
subject of Graded Schools for white 
children, have investigated the mat- 
ter With an earnest desire to establish 
the same in this city at onee, 

They find, however, that without 
a considerable cash expenditure it is 
im:possible to do so, ‘The Common 
School Fund is only available under 
the School Law to the extent of one- 
half the amount needed, it being 
provided that the other half must be 
raised by voluntary subscription. 

Since the Committee were appoint- 
ed, great financial difficulties have 
occurred, affecting allinterests in the 
United States. After consulting with 
various friends of education in the 
city, they think that an appeal at the 
present time tothe liberality of our 
people will not be successful. Hence 
the Committee conclude that to avoid 
entering on so important a work with 
insufficient means, and consequent 
danger of failure, it is best to post- 
pone action until an eflort can be 
made to procure from tie General 
Assembly such special ley.slation as 
will enable them to carry out the ob- 
jects for which they were appointed.

'HE sCOURGE OF MEMPHIS. 

N\ Year of Musfortunes—Sad Scenes 
on the Streets—UearteRending Dee 
tutix—Graphic Description of What 
is (.01ng On in the Stricken City. 


During the year Memphis has been 
ccullariy unfortunate. For two 
the river was so choked with 
custo prevent tommerce, When 
river became navigable the epi- 
iy broke out, and raged so vio- 
iiy that trade and industry were 
vvalized. Then came the small-pox; 
vu “indigenous eholera,” the rav-

ie this most terrible of all scourg- 
-to decimate the inhabitants of the 
sued city, and spread sorrow, 
ath, and despair on every hand. 
uuparalleled calamities have 
lo us the sympathy and aid of 
oo land. Had we been left to our- 
~ivos we would have been swept ut- 
out of existence, for the plague 
cadiy, swift and sure, and to be 
it successfully only by the most 
itv Vigilance, Ceaseless energy, 
li the resources of medical and 
ory science which wealth can 
| our disposal, 
ia city has entirely changed in 
id appearance within the brief 
oot thirty days. The shops are 
being open north of 
street. 
ie streets are nearly deserted save 
Wiho are engaged in sanitary 
Candin burying the dead. There 
io promenading, and the women 
once made the sidewalks brill- 
sent Wilh life and color are either in 
raves or have fled from the 
wiiortheir lives. The few who 
oiain, when they are seen at all flit 
spidiy and silently through the 
iplied streets, their white and hag- 
vd faces telling the rueful story of 
couking and broken hearts.

The city swarms 
helpless little children whose 
ovronts are dead, and to provide any- 
sing like comfortable temporary 
omnes for these is one of the most 
‘iflieult tasks of the benevolent so- 
which have done and are 
joing such noble work. The money 
is sent to them from all parts 
othe Union disappears rapidly— 
oven inore promptly than it comes in

of the corpses rapidly enough—is 
heard, and at night fires cast their 
glare upon the sky as though Death 
were celebrating his victory, and the 
sound of wailing and sobbing in pal- 
ace and hovel strik@s the appatied 
sense of him who ventures abroad in 
this unhallowed time. The yellow- 
fever has been confined to no partic- 
ular locality, and rich and poor have 
suffered alike. 
Of all the inhabitants perhaps not 

10,000 sleep at night within the city 
limits; the rest leave in the evening 
and remain in the country till morn- 
ing. Many of those who thus have 
left have been seized on the cars and 
perished miserably at the various sta- 
tions, for so intense is the fear of the 
disease that the country people turn 
from citizens as from lepers, and will 
have nothing to do with those who 
have any appearance of being in- 
fected. Indeed, the heartlessness and 
inhumanity which generally accom- 
many such terrible plagues as this has 
een conspicuous here, The brood of 
Satan—thieves, pickpockets, and 
burglars—seem to have been about 
the only persons who have thriven 
during the past month. ‘They have 
come from other cities to prey upon 
the dead and dying as upon the liv- 
ing. Singularly enough, the drink- 
ing-saloons have not found their ac- 
count in the plague, although durin 
such visitations, drunkenness an 
debauchery generally hold high 
carnival, the people becoming reckless 
and ready to drown their fears in 
the diversion of alcoholic drinks. 
Out of between thirty and forty of 
such saloons, which commonly are 
open from one year’send to the other, 
all are closed but one, and this by no 
means does athriving business. The 
boldness of the desperadoes is some- 
thing simp! wendertel: Unhappi- 
ly, where all are dying, the dead 
have often tobe'left for hours without 
attention, and in such instances it is 
often found that, after death, their 
persons and rooms have been robbed. 
Several arrests of men and women 
accused of such dreadful work have 
been made, and it is likely togo hard 
with the sacrilegious visitors. Some 
undertakers, in the press of business, 
have refused to make returns to the 
Board of Health; and others ave ac- 
cused of hurrying corpses off to their 
shops and keeping them there until 
they should find time for burial. 
There are not, indeed, hearses enough 
for the work, and sometimes as many 
as nine corpses are placed in one 
wagon and driven at full speed to 
their last resting-place. The  horri- 
ble spectacle of the horses of sucha 
wagon runningaway witi{theirghast- 
ly burden is said to have been wit- 
nessed, the dead being thrown from 
the tumbril into the road, and some, 

‘aught by their drapery, dragging on 
after the clattering wheels. 
With one or two shameful excep- 
tions, the clergymen of Memphis 
have fully done their duty, and all 
praise is due to the indefatigable Sis- 
ters of Charity, who have never for 
afmoment flinched fromftheir mourn- 
ful, self-imposed task of relieving the 
sorrows of the sick and dying. The 
priests and preachers have been eve- 
rywhere, at all hours of day and 
night, wherever their services were 
needed. As nurses, messenvers, and 
spiritual advisers they have done all 
they could, and four of them have 
fallen victims to the fever.
